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TOs  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  ELLAND  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


I Have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Urban  District  for  1969,  the  year  previous  to  my  appointment  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Healtho 

Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  youi”  Medical  Officer  is  also  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  Couixty  Council's  Local 
Health  Services « The  present  Divisional  Unit  comprises  the  former  Brighouse 
and  ^odmorden  Divisions,  your  Medical  Officer  having  similar  functions  and 
responsibilities  in  the  other  seven  districts  in  the  combined  areao 

The  Registrar  General's  estimated  figure  for  the  mid-yaar  population 
was  18,300,  which  is  50  less  than  the  corresponding  estimate  for  1968* 

This  slight  decline  in  the  population  occiorred  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
there  was  a natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  of  46  during  the  year, 
and  follows  the  trend  noted  in  previous  years*  However,  generally  the 
vital  statistics  make  encouraging  readingc  The  birth  rate  has  increased 
in  12  months  from  15c4  to  16*3  per  1,000  population  and  when  the  area 
come ai ability  factor  is  applied  so  that  this  can  be  accurately  compared 
to  other  regions,  we  find  the  Elland  figure  is  slightly  ahead  of  the 
Administrative  County  and  the  rest  of  the  Country  as  a whole*  It  is, 
however,  unfortunate  to  have  to  report  that  the  proportion  of  illegitimate 
births  continues  at  a high  level,  11*1  per  cent  of  the  total  live  births 
being  illegitima.te.  Although  every  attempt  is  made  to  provide  extra  care 
:;.nd  supervision  for  the  unmarried  mother  and  her  child,  these  children  may 
> a at  a disadvantage,  and  in  the  year  under  consideration,  the  infant 
mortality  rate  in  13 legitimate  children  was  double  that  of  legitimate 
births*  The  infant  mortality  rate  as  a whole,  however,  showed  a dramatic 
reduction  over  the  pre^dous  year,  and  the  still  birth  rate  was  half  that 
of  Engiajnd  and.  iales*  Again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  and  this 
country  as  a whole  is  at  the  forefront  in  the  prevention  of  maternal 
mortality. 

The  death  rate  over  the  year  showed  a pleasing  decrease  compared 
with  1968,  but  is  still  slightly  higher  than  that  of  the  Administrative 
County  and  England  and  Wales*  The  majer  causes  of  dealth  continue  to  be 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  followed  by  cancer,  then  vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system*  It  is  interesting  to  note  thiat,  in  each 
of  these  groups  there  is  a decrease  compared  with  the  previous  year  and 
it  is  particularly  pleasing  to  note  the  substantially  lower  figure  for 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus*  However,  deaths  from  chest 
infection  and  acute  respiratory  conditions  increased  by  nearly  70  per  cent 
above  the  1968  level,  the  major  influenza  epidemic  wliich  occurred  a year 
ago  being  a serious  contributory  factor*  ' 

Turning  to  infectious  disease,  it  is  evident  that  measles  vaccination 
must  be  regarded  as  a singularly  successful  measure  of  preventing  not  only 
the  disease  but,  in  a number  of  cases,  the  unfortunate  complications,  such 
as  deafness.  During  the  year,  five  cases  only  were  notified,  compared 
with  216  in  the  previous  12  months*  In  the  face  of  these  figures  it  is 
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■seeu  that  the  necessity  to  suspend  vaccination  tanii;)orarilyp  due  to 
unpleasant  reactions  with  one  particular  type  or  Vaccinep  was  cytifort’Juoateo 
These  cal  ties  have  been  overcome  and  again  an  active  vaccination 

policy  i ceing  pursued  to  avoid  a build  up  of  susceptibles  in  the  child 
populate OHo  The  level  of  notification  of  other  infectious  diseases 

likewise  was  satisfactor/o 

Uuring  the  year,  the  Mass  Radiogi'aphy  Unit  held  sessions  at  the 
ffalnwright  Hally  Nu“=>Swift  Ltdo , So  Wilkinson  and  SonSy  Bondi na  Ltdo  and 
Kagan  Teij-tiles  Ltdo  A large  number  of  persorjs  were  examined  and  three 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  fo'Ui^do  Since  these  6xaniinat5.on3  wers  mainly 
if'  selected  gr^iupSp  it  is  not  a valid  exercise  tu  eoply  these  statistics 
* ttiH  community  as  a wholso  In  tne  future  it  is  xikelj  that  the  Unit 
will  continue  to  concentrate  its  activity  on  specially  selected  groups 
in  industry,  and  immigrant  populations o 

Turning  to  inmuidsation  procedures  5 the  revised  iimnioisation 
schcidulv.^  linder  the  West  Ridixig  Computer  Scheme  introduced  in  April  1968, 
mean  that  primary  immunisation  courses  are  now  completed  at  the  age  of 
14  mcrths  instead  of  six  months  as  previousljo  In  this  initial  period 
of  ^ u.nsition  there  was  thus  an  apparent  fall  in  the  number  of  courses 
^oiLp>leted  dUT'ing  the  yearo  However,  it  is  confidently  expected  that 
the  benefit  of  the  new  procedure  will  be  demonstrated  in  subsequent  years 
by  significant  raising  of  the  percentage  of  children  completing  the  full 
primary  coiu"seo 

Flay  facilities  and  care  of  the  pre-school  child  continues  to  be 
provided  by  the  County  Council “s  Day  Nui^sery  in  Brighouse  for  children 
in  certain  priority  group So  The  new  regulations  concerning  the  inspection 
and  registration  of  Child  Minders  and  Day  Nurseries,  introduced  at  the 
end  of  the  previous  year,  are  designed  to  ensiu*e  that  satisfactory  stardards 
of  care  ard  supervision  of  these  children  are  maintained,  as  veil  as  the 
provision  of  a stimulating  environment <> 

Attendances  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  continued  to  be  activB  and 
the  number  of  children  examined  under  the  School  Health  Service  showed  a 
slight  increase  over  the  previous  yearo  In  addition,  facilities  for  the 
prevision  of  child  guidance  and  speech  therapy  were  irqjroved  with  the 
appointment  of  specialist  staff  based  in  Brighouse  during  the  yearo 

Towards  the  other  end  of  the  age  span,  supervision  and  community 
care  of  the  elderly  continues  to  be  active o The  Gblropod;>''  Service 
continues  to  be  popularly  attended  and  the  development  of  Warden  supervision 
cf  the  elderly  represents  an  important  advance  in  caring  for  this  group 
at  particular  risk  of  social  isolation  with  its  risk  of  all  too  frequently 
serious  consequenceso  At  the  end  of  1969,  there  were  four  Warden  schemes 
in  El  I and,  andit  is  hoped  to  extend  this  service  by  the  provision  of 
private  hlsiting®  schemes  in  the  near  futureo 

w'ould  he  remiss  not  to  Include,  at  tM.s  point,  a tribute  tO'  the 
invaluable  role  of  the  voluntary  workers  who  continue  to  fiilfil  such  an 
important  role  in  providing  for  the  needs  of  the  "senior  citi2ens'*o 
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The  Public  Health  Department  continued  to  adtTisej  inspect  and 
sample  in  order  to  ensure  that  Regulations  were  observed  in  respect  of 
food  hygiene  and  the  sale  of  pure  milk.  Brucella  organisms  were  cultured 
in  39  samples  during  the  year.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  continuing 
co“operation  of  farmers  in  singling  out  the  affected  cowso  Government 
proposals  to  introduce  an  eradication  scheme  in  the  near  future  willy  it 
is  hoped,  represent  an  appreciable  step  forward  in  the  control  of  this 
disease  which  may  cause  considerable  ill  health  in  human  baings.  Further 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  avoidance  of  contamination  of  milk  supplies 
by  the  introduction  of  the  ToT.C,  test  to  ensure  that  traces  of  antibiotics 
are  not  present, 

t'rogress  in  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  continued  with  an 
increased  number  of  unfit  houses  being  demolished y accompanied  by  the 
highest  recorded  number  of  Council  houses  erected  in  any  year  since  the 
War,  Blland  may  be  justifiably  proud  of  its  effort  to  provide  good 
housing  not  only  by  the  elimination  and  replacement  of  patently  imfit 
property,  but  by  encouraging  improvements  to  be  carx^ied  out  with  grant 
aid  in  appropriate  cases.  It  is  to  be  hoped  thaty  under  the  provisions 
of  the  1969  Housing  Act,  basic  modern  amenities  will  be  supplied  to  an 
increasing  number  of  those  houses  which,  although  oldy  are  structurally 
sound  and  suitable  for  improvement , 

Finally,  may  I express,  on  behalf  of  the  department,  appreication 
for  the  courtesy  of  the  Members  of  the  Council,  and  to  thank  Mi",  Wood, 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  invaluable  help  and  co=operation.

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VITAL  STATISTICS 


Tue  estimate  of  the  popaLation  is  the  mid-jear  estimate  of  the 
Registrar  Generalo  His  estimate  is  I833OOJ,  as  compared  with  18p350  for 
1968,  and  compares  with  the  figin^e  for  the  1961  Census  of  18p357o  There 
were  293  live  births  aixi  252  deaths,  so  that  there  was  a natural  increase 
of  46  in  the  population  this  year., 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  l6o3  per  1^,000  of  the  populationo 
This  compares  with  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  of  15o4  and  is  the  same 
as  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  This  crude  birth  rate  has  to  be 
adjusted  by  a comparability  factor  of  1,10  to  bring  it  into  line  with  that 
of  the  country  as  a whole,  and  this  gives  us  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of 
17.. 9o  This  compares  with  an  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  Administrative 
County  of  17..  1 and  a birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  16, 3° 

There  were  33  illegitimate  birthSj  representing  11,1^  of  the  total 
live  births,  and  an  illegitimate  birth  rats  of  1,8  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 

During  the  year  there  were  two  stillbirths.  This  gives  a rate  of 
6,7  per  1,000  (live  and  still)  births.  The  County  rate  is  13o5  and  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  13o2, 

The  death  rate  for  the  Urban  District  is  13,8  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  This  is  1,6  below  the  figure  for  last  year.  The  comparability 
fxctor  for  obtaining  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  0,98%  and  using  this 
factor  we  have  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  13,5,  This  conpares  with  an 
adjusted  death  rate  of  12,6  for  the  Administrative  County  and  11,9  for 
England  and  Wales, 

The  chief  causes  of  death  this  year  were,  in  order  of  frequency 0=

Infant  Deaths 

There  were  f ^ ve  infant  deaths  in  the  Urban  District  of  Elland  during 
1969,  all  of  whlci^  o.cai'red  in  hospital. 


The  infant  death  rate  of  16,8  compares  with  the  rate  for  the 
Administrative  County  of  13,9,  and  for  England  and  feles  of  18,1,  and  has 
fallen  from  a rate  of  28,3  for  this  district  in  1968, 
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Maternal  Deaths

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


General  provisions  of  health  services  throughout  the  area  continued 
to  function  as  in  previous  years* 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  continues  to  receive 
clinical  material  and  milk  and  water  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination,  while  chemical  analysis  is  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Lea  and 
Mallinder. 

Facilities  are  also  provided  by  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion 
Service  at  Leeds,  and  General  Practitioners  who  have  open  access  to  the 
services  of  the  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary, 


Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Ambulance  Station  at  Brighouse  provides  cover  for  both 
Elland  Urban  District  and  the  neighbouring  areas  of  the  County.  This 
service  is  admini-stered  from  the  Group  Control  at  Birkenshaw,  telephone 
number  Bradford  682211  and  all  requests  for  the  ambulance  service  should 
be  made  to  this  Centre. 

Appended  hereto  are  particulars  of  the  cases  transported  dui'ing 
the  year:  The  figures  are  given  monthly  and  the  total  for  last  year  is 

given  for  comparison  after  the  total  in  each  line.  This  table  applies 
to  the  whole  Division,  It  has  not  been  possible  to  split  the  Divisional 
figures  to  give  the  figures  for  Elland  alone.

A variety  of  equipment  is  available  for  loan  to  patients  being 
nursed  at  home  and  increasing  use  is  being  made  of  disposable  pads  with 
incontinent  patients » 


Domestic  Help  Sarvica 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  152  cases  in  the  Blland  area  were 
being  provided  with  a Home  Help,  and  51  new  cases  were  attended  daring 
the  yearo  At  tne  end  of  the  year,  160  were  still  being  attended* 

Of  the  203  attended  during  1969,  19S  were  for  the  care  of  old 
people  and  chronic  sick,  two  were  where  the  housewife  was  ill,  and  three 
were  maternity  cases*  In  the  maternity  cases  the  Home  Help  was  provided 
for  two  weeks* 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

The  table  of  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  is  appended  in  Table  3. 


Probably  oxie  of  the  greatest  boons  provided  is  that  of  chiropody 
ajod  this  service  continues  to  be  very  popular* 

Altogether  764  old  people  and  9 physically  handicapped  persons  were 
treated  through  the  Coijinty  Council  scheme  and  approximately  another  hundred 
oeople  were  treated  under  the  scheme  of  the  Stainland  and  Greetland  Nursing 
issociations*  Forty  percent  of  the  old  people  treated  had  to  be  treated 
In  their  own  homes  as  domiciliai'y  cases* 

There  is  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  under 
the  County’s  schema. 

In  general,  patients  continue  to  have  attention  at  bi-monthly 
intervals*  If  the  condition  demands  additional  attention  this  has  been 
arranged* 

Irryi  cal  ■ g.Ytql 

Clinics  for  the  early  detection  of  Cancer  of  the  womb  and  breast 
are  held  regularly  in  Elland*  A simple  and  painless  smear  test  is 
performed  and  patients  are  also  shown  the  technique  of  self-examination 
oi  the  breast*  In  1969,  l60  women  attended.

Old  People's  Welfare  Committee 


Ell  and  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  a most  prorressive  and 
flourishing  Committee  for  the  welfare  of  elderly  citizens.  The  various 
districts  are  well  represented  and  members  attend  bi-monthly  meetings  with 
evident  enthusiasm.  It  is  indeed  a Committee  where  co-ordination  of 
all  the  relevant  associations  has  been  obtained,  and  maintained,  to  the 
general  benefit  of  all  who  desire  help. 

Home  Safety  Com-mittee 

The  Home  Safety  Committee  meets  bi-monthly  and  every  effort  is  made 
to  decrease  the  number  of  accidents  in  the  home.  In  many  instances  these 
could,  with  a little  foresight,  h.ave  been  avoided. 

Excepting  the  occasions  when  houses  and  whole  families  are  burnt, 
there  is  little  drama,  and  no  press  value  is  attached  to  accidents  occurring 
in  the  privacy  of  a househole.

Infectious  Disease 

There  was  little  call  this  year  on  the  Leeds  Road  Isolation  Hospital, 
Bradford,  which  now  takes  our  cases. 


Tuberculosis 

The  majority  of  cases  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are  received 
into  Northowram  Hall  Hospital. 


Maternity 

This  service  continues  as  before.  Some  of  our  cases  go  to 
Huddersfield  and  Bradford,  but  the  majority  are  delivered  in  the  Halifax 
General  Hospital.  The  liaison  between  the  hospital  staff  and  that  of  the 
Health  Department  continues  to  be  excellent. 


Hospital  accommodation  provided  for  old  people  who  are  not  acutely 
ill  continues  to  be  difficult.  The  demand  for  such  accommodation  is  as 
great  as  ever  and  may  be  expected  to  increase,  and  the  position  may  be 
expected  to  deteriorate  when  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  implements  its 
policy  of  reducing  the  number  of  geriatric  beds  in  Halifax.

Nurse.  In  pui'suancs  of  the  National  Health  Service  Axtj,  the  ssope  of  the 
service  includes  home  tisiting  for  the  purpose  of  givir.g  advice  ae  to  the 
core  of  chi-ldren  and  persons,  (including  adults)  suffering  from  liilness  anc./ 
or  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice 
in  the  home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  inf ectivia. 

In  Ellandj,  th-e  Health  Visitors  ar'e  attached  to  u.en^ral  Practitioners 
and  serve  the  families  on  their  medical  listsj,  rather  than  'working  in  fixed 
districts.  This  attachment  Itae  l«f»i  to  a closer  integration  of  the  t¥o 
services  and  is  very  much  appreciated. 


The  West  Riding  Cotmty  CoAincil  employed  one  full” time  miuvife  in 
the  Urban  District  during  the  year.  There  was  a further  decrea?w  in  the 
number  of  doitl ciliary  coxiifin^mentg.  duri:Qg  1969  and  th«  p-^rc^ntag-e  of  babies 
born  at  hon«  fell  to  19^o  The  isi.dwif'^  is  trained  in  the  adminl.stration  of 
trilene  and  gas  and  air  analgssia  and  pro'vided  with  all  ths  nacas&auy 
equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring  it<,  subject 
to  satisfactory  medical  '^xaiainatian.  The  midwivaf  have  al.SQ.  received 
special  training  .in  the  car®  of  premat'ore  infants  5 ana  a new  type  of 
incubator  is  now  in  service.  This  can  be  ready  for  immediata  us®  at  the 
Brighouse  Ambulancfi  Station.,  and  it  is  available  for  moving  prematior®  babies 
to  special  care  units  in  hospital.

There  were  three  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during 
the  year,  as  compared  ivith  four  in  1968o  No  cases  transferred  into  the 
district.  Eight  respiratory  cases  recovered  and  were  removed  from  the 

register.  Three  cases  removed  from  the  district  and  three  patients  on 

the  register  died  this  year.  The  number  on  the  register  thus  reduced 
by  11  to  59  respiratory  cases. 

One  case  of  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified  this  yeaTo 

The  system  of  special  contact  cards  has  been  continued  in  the 
Division  and  an  effort  has  been  made  again  for  all  contacts  of  new  cases 
to  be  investigated,  including  folloW“Up  X=>ray  examination  at  the  Royal 
Halifax  Infirmary,  Other  contacts  are  followed  up  regularly,  and  as  far 
as  possible  are  X-rayed  whenever  the  Mass  Radiography  IJnit  visits  the 
Division,  The  number  of  known  contacts  at  present  under  observation  in 
the  Elland  Urban  District  is  163  in  respect  of  59  respiratory  cases  on 
the  register.

There  were  12  complaints  by  members  of  the  public  of  the  sale  of 
food  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  All  were  investigated  and  in  each  case 

a cautionary  letter  was  sent  to  the  nanufacturer  of  each  food  concerned. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 


Five  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  Council ’s  area  continued  in 
use  until  June,  1969v  when  the  nurcber  ’vas  reduced,  to  four  by  reason  of  the 
closure  of  Harry  Wood's  premises  at  Wistons  Lane,  The  facilities  offered 
'oj  these  slaughterhouses  are  adequate  at  the  present  time  for  the  number 
of  animals  dressed. 


During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  408  visits  to 
slaughterhouses  and  inspected  4<'S94  animals  which  had  been  slaughtered  and 
dressed  on  these  premises,  a decrease  on  last  yea.r's  figures.

1 . Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk 

Sampling  of  milk  forms  a regular  part  of  your  Inspectors'  duties 
and  during  this  year  120  samples  of  designated  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  The  following

During  the  year  the  T.T.C  (Triphenyl  Tetrazor.al  Chloride)  test  for 
anti-biotics  in  nnlk  was  introduced.  Of  56  samples  submitted  for 
bxaminationj,  all  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 

When  a sample  of  Untreated  milk  fails  the  prescribed  Methylene  Blue 
test,  details  of  the  sample  result  and  source  of  supply  are  sent  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  with  a request  that  the  Milk 
Production  Officer  investigates  the  reasons  for  the  failure,  A further 
sample  of  milk  from  this  source  is  procured  and  submitted  for  examination 
at  a later  date  to  ensur-e  that  the  milk  complies  with  the  prescribed 
standard. 


2.  Examination  of  Milk  for  Brucellosis 

112  samples  of  ijintreated  milk  from  retailers  were  examined  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  Brucellosis  and  six  were  notified 
as  being  positive.  By  co-operaticn  with  the  milk  producers,  the  sale 
of  infected  m.ilk  was  stopped  and  the  supply  sent  for  heat  treatment  until 
the  results  of  samples  from  the  cows  became  known.  During  the  year  six 
herds  were  found  to  have  positive  excretors  and  427  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  from  cows.  Of  these,  20  were  proved  to  be  positive.  In  each 
herd  the  offending  cows  viere  identified,  isolated  and  eventually  disposed 
of  by  the  producer,  following  which  the  producei-  was  able  to  resume  normal 
production  and  distribution  of  Untreated  milk. 
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A total  of  427  samples  were  taken  for  examination  and  the 
following  table  shows  the  results  obtained ?-

and  samples  of  ice  cream  are  taken  from  retail  shops  or  from  street 
vendors.

area. 


MARKET  STALLS 

Elland  has  the  traditional  type  of  open  air  market  and  approximately 
20  stalls  are  set  out  in  the  market  square  on  Friday  of  each  week.  In 
addition  there  are  two  lock-up  stalls  which  are  permanently  sited  on  the 
square.  The  lock-up  premises  are  used?  one  for  the  sale  of  meat  and  the 
other  for  the  sale  of  fish.  The  open  stalls  are  used  mainly  for  the  sale 
of  clothing,  greengrocery,  sweet  confectionery,  biscuits  arid  eggs.  143 
inspections  were  made  to  ensure  that  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  being 
observed  and  a good  standard  of  hygiene  was  maintained  tliroughout  the 
year.  The  public  conveniences  on  the  market  square  continue  to  serve  a 
useful  purpose,  providing  as  they  do  a room  with  siiiks  and  hot  and  ccid 
water  in  order  that  food  handlers  rne.y  have  washing  faeilitieSo

It  is  w?  _ known  that  the  bvilk  supply  is  pro‘»rided  by  the  Gaiderdale 
Water  Board  and  it  is  eqvaally  wel'i  known  that  many  rural  areas  are  still 
served  by  private  water  supplies  which  are  the  subject  of  gross 
contamination.  Many  private  supplies  ware  eliminated  in  the  Upper 
Greptland  area  by  the  recently  installed  water  distribution  scheme,  but 
it  appears  that  there  is  no  possibility  of  a similar  scheme  being  installed 
in  the  Stainland  and  Sowocd  areas.  Samples  taken  from  private  water 
supplies  have  very  high  bacteriological  results  and  fior^ther  ixivestigation 
vjas  madJi  during  the  year*  in  an  erjdeavour  to  find  ways  of  extending  water 
mains  so  as  to  serve  at  least  a few  of  these  prq^ertieSo  One  such  small 
scheme,  approved  by  the  Gomieil  is  awaitir»g  Ministry  approval.  As  to 
the  fut'ire  of  many  properties  in  i-his  area  which  continue  to  be  served 
by  private  supplies,  coupled  with  the  absence  of  irain  drainage,  one  can 
only  consider  that  the2r  will,  in  the  course  of  time,  be  demolished  by 
action  mider  the  Housing  Acts*

Industrial 

A total  of  26  smoke  observations  w'era  carried  out  under  ’’The  Dark 
Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations  195S"«  one  contravention 
lecorded.  Very  few  nuisances  from  smoke  emission  were  found  as  a result 
result  of  observation,  and  the  only  continuing  problem  appears  to  be  that 
of  the  Atlas  Bri ckw orkts . I';  '.'•ilys  the  company  closed  two  kilns  which 

bod  the  effect  of  rcduc-.i-ig  .-moke  emission  by  more  than  half  of  the  total 
f uission  of  eariiu  /-  . Ti.e  Woodman  and  Blackley  Works  are  controlled 

bv  the  Alkali  li,. -c; -■ '.or  ofxo  operates  in  liaison  with  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  departnient.  Proposals  for  inproving  emissions  from  these 
works  are  in  the  course  of  disciission  between  the  Alkali  Inspector  and 
the  company  and  it  is  anticip&ted  that  in  due  time  pollution  from  these 
sources  will  be  further  reduced. 


Whilst  gr5  evanees  exist  among  members  of  the  commuiTlty  it 

must  he  stated  that  continuing  steps  are  being  taken  to  reduce  pollution 
from  these  special  processeso 

There  were  no  complaints  in  respect  of  Elland  Power  Station  which, 
by  now,  has  dust  arresting  equipment  of  a very  high  efficiencyo  E'/en 
so,  some  ash  still  escapes  from  the  top  of  the  chimney,  but  little  nuisance 
is  caused  because  of  its  dispersion  over  a very  wide  areao 


Domestic 


The  Council  commenced  smoke  control  work  in  1962  and  excellent 
progress  has  been  made.  This  work  is  often  "wrongly  assessed  in  terms 
of  expenditure  rather  than  the  benefits  derived  from  a healthier  and 
cleaner  atmospliere  for  the  communityo  Records  of  the  volumetric 
measurem.ents  of  smoke  and  sulphur^  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  show  a 
continuing  marked  reduction  during  the  period  between  1963?  when  the 
first  sm.oke  control  areas  became  operative,  to  1969o  Whereas  in  1963? 
the  m.cntn'j.y  average  figures  were,  for  smoke  214  and  for  sulphur  dioxide 
225?  measured  in  mdcrogrammes  per  cubic  metre,  they  were  in  1969,  77 
and  150  respectivelyo  All  the  work  and  effort  is  very  worthwhile  and 
is  producing  the  cleaner  atm.osphers  envisaged  by  the  Beaver  Committee  and 
which  is  to  the  benefit  of  community  living* 

The  Council's  smoke  control  programme  continued  and  during  the  year 
confirmation  of  the  West  Vale  Smoke  Control  Order  was  received.  The 
holywell  Green  and  Stainland  (No, 3)  Smoke  Control  Orders  became  operative 
cn  the  1st  July  1969?  arxi  the  work  of  surveying  the  North  and  Bast  Ward 
areas  was  completed  during  the  year.  The  Council  made  the  North  Ward 
and  East  Ward  Smoke  Control  Orders  and  these  were  submitted  to  the 
Minister  for  confirmation,  A great  deal  of  work  has  been  carried  out 
in  the  field  of  smoke  control,  dealing  with  Works  of  adptation,  approval 
of  estimates,  interviewing  householders  and  so  on,  A total  of  286 
domestic  smoke  observations  were  carried  out  in  operative  areas  to  see 
whether  in  fact  the  terms  of  the  Orders  were  being  complied  with  and  there 
were  very  few  cases  where  smoke  was  seen  to  be  emitted  from  chimneys. 

In  cases  where  smoke  emission  was  found  there  was  invariably  misunderstanding 
cn  either  the  choice  of  solid  fuels  or  the  technique  of  using  a new 
appliance,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  it  was  possible,  by  explanation 
and  co-operation  with  the  householder,  to  eliminate  any  further  smoke 
emission.  At  the  end  of  the  year  eight  Smoke  Control  Orders  were  in 
operation  covering  3,633  acres  and  embracing  3? 022  dwelling  houses  and 
other  premises.  More  than  one  half  of  the  acreage  of  the  town  and 
almost  one  half  of  the  dwelling houses  are  now  included  in  operative 
Smoke  Control  areas. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  there  was  concern  about  future  supplies 
of  solid  smokeless  fuel,  but  fortunately,  Elland  was  not  affected  by  this 
problem.  This  may  be  due  to  the  increasing  demand  for  appliances  using 
piped  fuels  to  replace  solid  fuel  burning  appliances.  In  any  event,  the 
fuel  position  is  being  kept  in  focus,  locally  and  nationally. 
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The  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollutitm  continues  to  be  carried, 
out  in  collaboration  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  who  record 
information  for  the  Natiorial  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  conducted  by  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research.  The  information 
provided  by  apparatus  sited  in  Elland  provides  a small  but  useful 
contribution  to  national  statistics  on  air  pollution.

The  v7ork  of  sururey  and  treatment  \\i’as  carried  out  by  a private 
contractor  on  behalf  of  the  Council  and  in  co-operation  with  the  Council's 
Public  Health  Inspectors.  It  has  been  found  that  this  method  of 
operation  is  speedy,  efficient  and  economical. 

The  Council  is  required  to  carry  out  regular  inspections  of  the 
district  so  as  to  prevent  damage  and  danger  to  health  by  rodent 
infestations.  The  total  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was  274 
and  as  a result  of  this  work,  274  treatments  were  carried  out. 

Domestic  premises  are  surveyed  and  receive  treatment  free  of  charge, 
whilst  business  premises  and  factories  are  charged  on  a time  and  material 
basis. 


The  Council's  refuse  tip  at  Lowfields  was  treated  on  two  occasions 
during  the  year,  and  the  sewage  disposal  works  also  received  treatment: 
The  sewers  were  treated  twice  during  the  year  by  the  private  contractor 
v/ho  is  now  undertaking  all  the  practical  vrork  of  rodent  control. 


73  inspections  of  filthy  and  verminous  premises  were  made  in 
connection  with  disinfestation  vjork.  Treatments  were  effectively  carried 
out  and  proprietory  insecticides  used  in  the  process.

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  care  and  up-keep  of  the  public  conveniences  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Health  Committee,  One  employee  is  engaged  full  time  on  cleansing 
duties.  At  the  end  of  1969  there  were  ten  blocks  of  public  conveniences 
and  2B  bus  shelners  on  the  cleansing  rota  and  the  new  arrangements  for 
CjLeansing  continue  to  be  satisfactory^ 


DRAINAGE  kW)  SE/JERAGE 

A m;3jority  of  properties  in  Elland  is  served  by  sewers.  The 
number  of  houses  connected  to  sewers  is  7,032  and  a further  164  houses 
have  satisfactory^  private  drainage.  In  spite  of  progress  in  recent 
years  to  provide  extension  of  sewers  to  serve  outlying  areas,  parts  of 
Stainland  and  Sowood  continue  to  be  without  sewerage.  There  are 
approximately  246  houses  with  unsatisfactory  drainage. 

Routine  work  continued  during  the  year  on  investigation  of 
drainage  complaints.  This  ty?pe  of  work  can  be  very  time  consuming 
and  often  demands  constant  attention  during  the  period  of  testing, 
repair  and  reixistatbrnsib 

During  the  year  Inspections  and  revisits  were  made.  It  was 
found  necessary  to  serve  four  legal  notices  in  respect  of  defects  and 
in  all  cases  works  were  executed  by  the  owners  concerned. 
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SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION

HOUSING 


There  are  7,207  dwellinghouses  in  Blland,  of  which  a substantial 
number  are  back-to-back,  back-to-rock  or  back-to-earth.  One  seventh  of 
the  total  is  regarded  as  unfit  by  present  standards.  In  addition  to  the 
number  of  unfit  houses,  there  are  several  hundreds  of  houses  structurally 
sourid,  but  lacking  the  basic  amenities  of  modern  healthy  living. 

Diu'lng  the  year  nine  areas  of  property,  including  125  dwellinghouses, 
ware  represented  in  clearance  areas.  Four  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders 
were  niade  in  respect  of  78  dwellinghouses  and  action  on  the  remaining  47 
dwellinghouses  was  deferred. 

35  dwellinghouses  were  closed  following  Undertakings  by  owners  not 
to  re-let. 

A Public  Inquiry  was  held  during  August  at  the  Council  Offices  into 
the  West  Vale  (Adelaide) (No. 1 ) , the  Green  Lane  (West  Vale) (No. 4)  and  the 
Stainland  Dean/Dog  Lane  (Stainland)  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders.  The  first 
two  Orders  were  confirmed,  but  the  Stainland  Dean/llog  Lane  Order  was  not 
confirmed  as  the  Minister  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  owner  should  have  a 
period  of  twelve  months  within  which  he  could  improve  the  property  as 
outlined  at  the  Inquiry, 
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improvement  of  Housing  Standards 


The  Standard  Grant  Scheme  continued  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year  and  many  houses  were  provided  with  the  five  basic  amenities  set  out 
in  the  Housing  Actso  The  Council's  policy  is  to  secure  the  improvement 
of  as  many  houses  as  possible,  such  houses  must,  of  course,  be  structurally 
sound  and  capable  of  improvement. 

During  the  year,  52  houses  were  provided  with  a satisfactory 
standard  of  amenity  by  means  of  Standard  Grants  at  a total  cost  of 
£7,130,  as  compared  with  67  houses  during  I96S  at  a cost  of  £6,714, 

The  following  table  shows  details  of  work  done  in  connection  with 
Standard  Grants  s- 


Seven  applications  for  discretionary  grant  were  received  doritig 
the  year  and  of  these,  two  were  approved.  One  dwellinghouse  was 
completed  during  the  year  at  a cost  of  £306, 

The  Housing  Act  1969  came  into  force  on  the  25th  Aug'ust,  1969. 
li  makes  the  system  of  improvement  grants  ampler  and  more  flexible,  and 
provides  increases  in  grant.  The  power  to  make  improvement  areas  has- 
been  streamlined  in  order  to  encourage  local  authorities  into  action. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a complete  review  of  the  housing  clearance 
programme  was  undertaken  in  the  light  of  the  1969  Act  and  report  was 
made  to  the  Ccuncxi  in  December,

HAIUDRESSSRS  AND  BARBERS 


Section  120  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act, 
1931,  provided  for  the  registration  of  hairdressers  and  barbers  and  no 
person  shall  carry  on  such  a business  on  any  premises  within  the  district 
unless  he  and  those  premises  are  registered  by  the  local  authority. 


The  section  also  empowers  the  local  authority  to  make  byelaws  for 
seeui-ing  the  cleanliness  of  premises  ani  equipment,  and  the  cleanliness 
pf  persons  enployed  in  such  premises.  Byelaws  have  been  made  under  this 
section  and  they  aro  In  operation  in  this  area. 


There  are  nine  gentlemans  and  22  ladies  hairdressing  establishments 
on  the  registeiu  22  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year  and 
conditions  were  lound  to  be  satisfactory. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 


Thr;  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  confers  on 
local  authorities  effective  powers  for  controlling  cara/an  sites.  The 
Act  aims  to  secure  that  all  caravan  sites  ars  proparly  eq'oipped  and  run 
and  that  sites  are  not  allowed  in  the  wrong  places*  Sites  may  only  be 
established  where  the  occupier  of  the  site  holds  a sits  licence,  and  this 
is  dependant  upon  the  occupier  having  a successful  planning  permission 
to  develop  land  as  a site  for  the  stationing  of  cara-rans*  The  Act  also 
empowers  a local  authority  to  attach  cosaditions  to  site  licences  which 
Closure  adequate  control  over  the  sit^j* 

There  is  only  one  site  within  this  area  licenced  for  the  stationing 
of  17  caravans.  The  site  is  conveniently  poaitionaa  near  the  centre  of 
the  town  and  yet  is  well  screened  from  view  hj  trees*  The  site  is  well 
managed  and  no  complaints  have  arisen  duiring  the  year* 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  19.S1 

This  is  an  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  pet  animals  and.  it  makes 
provision  for  the  licensing  and  inspection  of  pet  shops* 

One  premise  is  registered  as  a pet  shop,  a.nd  throughout  the  year 
eruditions  were  satisfactory* 


FLOG y.  and  other  filling  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

This  Act  forbids  the  use  of  certain  filling  materials  for 
' 'hoist ering  fi]ling  of  bedding,  toys,  baby  carriages  etc*  except  on 
premises  registered  by  the  local  authorit3r.  Premises  used  for  the 
storage  or  manufacture  of  rag  flock  lii'ust  be  licensed*

SWIMMING  BATHS

is  completely  changed  during  an  approximate  period  of  four  hours »

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  section  of  Public  Health  work  embraces  a very  wide  field  of 
activity,  including  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse, 
the  cleansing  and  emptying  of  pail  closets,  privies  and  cesspools,  salvage 
operations,  street  cleansing  and  gulley  emptying.  These  duties  are 
divided  between  the  Health  Department  and  the  Surveyor’s  Department,  street 
cleansing  and  gulley  emptying  being  the  responsibility  of  the  Surveyor. 

Refuse  collection  continued  fairly  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year.  There  were  the  usual  setbacks  occasioned  by  vehicle  breakdown, 
the  lack  of  a spare  vehicle,  labour  shortages  and  sickness.  The  revised 
bonus  scheme  was  re-submitted  for  approval  and  appears  to  be  receiving 
Tiiore  than  a cursory  examination.  The  workmen  have  again  given  yeoiuen 
service  throughout  the  year  and  their  efforts  are  fully  appreciated  by 
the  community. 

Controlled  tipping  continued  throughout  the  year  at  Lowfields.  The 
problems  of  trade  '<"93 1 a disposal  were  again  very  much  to  the  fore  and  during 
ihe  year  work  on  the  installation  of  an  incinerator  for  burning 

trede  waste. 

The  collection  of  salvage  of  waste  paper  continued  throughout  the 
year  and  £1,730  was  realised  from  sales.  Income  from  sales  of  scrap  metal 
and  other  waste  amounted  to  £54<.  Other  income  from  special  collections, 
trade  refuse  and  tipping  charges  amounted  to  £192. 


The  Council's  Municipal  Dustbin  scheme  continued  satisfactorily 
during  the  yearo  4'72  dustbins  were  provided  as  replacement  to  premises 
at  a cost  of  £772 „ 2,  Odo  The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage 
continued  to  be  very  hygienic  and  satisfactory,  and  was  extended  to 
include  new  Council  houses  at  Stainland,  Little  Bradley  and  part  gf 
central  Elland,

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A limited  amount  of  salvage  is  obtained  from  the  tipped  refuse 
before  the  material  is  placed,  levelled  and  consolidatedo  Metals  of 
various  types  and  rags  are  taken  to  the  depot  biiildi.ng,  conveniently 
situated  near  the  tip  where  they  are  placed  with  other  materials  salvaged 
during  collection.o  By  far  the  greatest  item  of  salvage  is  waste  paper 
and  cardboard,  and  during  the  year  167  tons  of  this  material  was 
collected  by  the  waste  paper  vehicle  and  by  other  vehicles  during  collection 
of  house  refuse.  This  material  forms  an  extremely  useful  form  of 
revenue.  Cardboard  is  sorted  and  baled  at  the  depot  in  a large  ground 
floor  room  in  which  is  provided  a Cameo  electrically  driven  baling  press 
and  two  manually  operated  presses  which  are  used,  one  to  bale  newsprint 
and  the  other  to  bale  rags.  There  has  been  no  difficulty  in  disposal 
cf  metals  and  textiles. 

The  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  the  Lowfields  depot  building 
which  provides  an  ideal  centre  for  a public  cleansing  service.  The 
building  provides  on  the  ground  floor  ample  garage  space,  a large  paper 
baling  room,  a large  storage  room  for  dustbins  and  refuse  containers, 
showers  and  sanitary  accommodation  for  the  cleansing  staff.  The  first 
floor  provides  a large  storage  room  for  baled  paper  and  cardboard,  an 
office  for  the  f&reman,  and  a dining  room  for  the  staff.  Other  areas 

of  floor  space  are  available  for  other  uses.  An  electric  hoist  is 
provided  for  transf errii\g  l>ales  of  paper  from  one  floor  to  another.

Five  vehicles  are  in  daily  use  for  the  collection  of  refuse  and 
waste  paper  and  for  the  cleamdng  of  privies  ard  pail  closetEs,  and  pxiblic 
conveniences.  In  addition  to  these,  a small  pickup  vehicle  is  used  "by 
the  foreman  for  transport  purposes  and  also  for  the  colj.ection  of  small 
items  of  refuse  and  salvage. 

Maintenance  of  the  fleet  is  carried  out  by  a local  garage  and  the 
fefuse  collection  service  was  not  impaired  by  major  bretikdowno 

The  bulk  of  refuse  is  collected  by  the  two  large  capacity 
compression  vehicles.  Details  of  the  vehicles  in  operation  diii“ing  1969 
are  set  out  in  the  following  table. 

The  men  are  provided  with  suitable  protective  clothing  to  enable 
the  work  to  be  carried  out  with  a minimum  of  discomfort  and  without 
unnecessary  wear  and  tear  to  their  personal  cl.othing.  The  variety  of 
protective  clothing  issued,  according  to  the  type  of  work  leing  done, 
consists  of  donkey  jackets,  overalls,  gloves  &jid  welling^ton  boots,  and 
these  item.^  are  well  appreciated  by  the  staff.

This  is  an  Act  to  luake  further  provision  for  the  protection  and 
improvement  of  buildings  of  architectural  and  historic  interest  and  of 
the  character  of  areas  of  such  interest?  for  the  preservation  and  planting 
of  trees?  and  for  the  orderly  disposal  of  used  vehicles  and  equipment

The  anti-social  practice  of  dumping  refuse  on  waste  land  has 
for  many  years  bean  increasingo  The  department  provides  a free 
collection  service  for  bulky  domestic  refuse,  yet  in  spite  of  this 
service,  articles  are  damped  in  isolated  places,  A number  of  tours 
were  iriade  during  the  year  to  clear  untidy  sites  and  as  the  problem 
grows,  so  will  the  rate  borne  cost  of  clearing  sites  increase.  The 
Council  has  made  available  to  ratepayers  during  normal  working  hours, 
facilities  at  Lowfields  tip  for  the  reception  of  -tmwanted  articles, 
bulky  refuse  etc,  and  this  has  been  widely  advertised  in  the  district. 


The  problem  of  ebandoned  cars  will  increase  as  the  number  of 
vehicles  on  the  roads  increase  during  futimre  years.  Procedure  for 
oealing  with  these  vehicles  is  fairly  uniform  and  well  established 
-:n  the  West  Riding  area  as  a result  of  a Working  Party  which  gave  much 
■^ime  and  consideration  to  this  problem  before  the  Act  was  laid  on  the 
„ catute  book,  ^ui-ing  >ear  4'7  inspections  of  vehicles  were  carried 
. ..t  aid  resulting  from  this  work,  nine  vehicles  were  removed  and  six  were 
...ritrcyed,  the  ceing  removed  by  the  owners  concerned  after 

^cuion  by  the  deparumentto 

Two  cases  of  diiraping  refuse  were  reported  to  Committee  and  it  was 
resolved  that  legal  proceedings  be  taken.  The  cases  will  be  heard  in 
January,  1970, 
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
